when

Fighting at new 
high in S. Vietnam 


SAIGON

- 
Fighting 
leveled off across most of South 
Vietnam Friday but surged to the 
highest since the Jan. 28 cease-fire 
in the Mekong Delta southwest of 
Saigon. 
The South Vietnamese command 
said four Soviet-built 122mm rockets 
hit Tan Chau district capital near 
the Cambodian border, 95 miles 
west of Saigon, in the space of five 
hours on Friday. 
Fifteen civilians were killed, 35 
others wounded and 42 dwellings 
were destroyed, the command said. 
Fighting around the neighboring 
town of Hong Ngu, 85 miles west of 
Saigon, killed a total of eight Saigon 
soldiers and 27 Communist troops on 
Friday, military sources said. 


Thieu wants

appreciation of conduct. A few times someone has 
been made honorary citizen. 
But never has Lompoc taken an adopted son. 
Navy 
Commander 
Everett 
Southwick, 
the 
former Vietnam War POW coming to town next 
week at the invitation of the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce and the City of Lompoc, 
will be the first. 
“ We want to give a warm and hearty welcome to 
an individual who went through six years of trials 
and tribulations on behalf of this county,” Mayor 
George Cotsenmoyer has said. 
This is the reason Cmdr. Southwick will be made 
an honorary citizen and adopted son of Lompoc, a 
double tribute. The second honor was precipitated 
by the fact that he is a man without a hometown. 
“ He hasn’t had a hometown since he was a boy 
living 
in 
Fairbanks, 
Alaska,” 
noted 
Earle 
Sweetland, executive secretary and director of the 
chamber. He is Cmdr. Southwick's father-in-law. 
Southwick was born in Fairbanks on Oct. 6, 1931. 
When he was 12 years old his father, a professor of 
English and Foreign languages at the University of 
Alaska,died. 
Southwick completed elementary 
school 
in 
Fairbanks, high school in Renton, Wash., and 
college at the University of Washington in 1953, 
majoring in history. 
He entered the U.S. Naval Flight Training 
Program in the fall of 1953 and received his 
officer’s commission and pilot wings in May 1955. 
Since then he served several tours in jet lighter 
squadrons and four deployments to the Western 
Pacific on aircraft carriers. 
In March 1967, Southwick was deployed to 
Southeast Asia as a squadron air operations officer 
on the aircraft carrier USS Kittyhawk. Piloting an 
F-4 fighter-bomber over North Vietnam in April 
1967, he beat a MIG jet in a dog fight. 
The following month he wasn’t so lucky. May 19 
Southwick’s F-4 was severely hit by enemy fire, 
causing him and his aircraft observer to bail out. 
They were captured and spent the next nearly six 
years as prisoners of war in North Vietnam. 
Less than one year before Southwick had married 
the former Karen E. Sweetland in Washington, 
D.C. 
He was promoted to full commander and 
awarded the silver star a few months after being 
taken 
prisoner. 
The 
award 
was 
given 
for 
outstanding performance under fire prior to his 
capture. 
On March 4 of this year he was released to return 
to the U.S. three days later. Cmdr. Southwick, now 
41, commented that for the last two years of his 
captivity the food was “ acceptable.” For six years, 
a cup and a spoon were his eating utensils. 
Presently, Mr. and Mrs. Southwick reside in

Sausalito. His mother is deceased. His one sister, 
Martha Edmonds

Rott. lives in 
Seattle, Wash. 
Sweetland describes his son-in-law as “a m an’s 
man.” He liked “Ev ” right off, probably because 
they both liked the same things, such as flying, the 
outdoors, the military. Sweetland is a reiired Air 
Force colonel. 

Southwick, 
arrives at 11 a.m. Wednesday with Karen, at the 
Lompoc Airport.

By United Press International 
The flooding Mississippi River 
headed to its highest levels in 30 
years in the delta region Friday and 
threatened to force another 10,000 
)ersons in Mississippi from their 
lomes. 
Levee workers in New Orleans, 
warned that an approaching storm 
system 
could 
bring 
new 
rains, 
hastily added sandbags to the flood 
barrier protecting the Louisiana 
city’s French Quarter. 
The river showed signs of slowly 
receding along the Illinois-Missouri 
border and at Memphis, Tenn. But 
families were still being evacuated 
in boats and National Guard trucks 
from a number of communities 
threatened 
by 
the 
rain-swollen 
river. 
Mississippi Gov. William Waller 
estimated the damage to his state at 
$120 million and said another 3,000 
families over a five-county area 
may have to be evacuated. 
In Louisiana, another 1,000 were 
reported homeless, and state prison 
officials and the National Guard 
worked out a contingency plan for 
evacuating the 2,000 inmates of the 
penitentiary 
at 
Angola. 
The 
sprawling plantation prison, already 
partly flo(Kled, lies at a bend of the 
Mississippi River north of Baton

Chilean society. 
The Post said the International Development Foundation 
was used as a CIA conduit in the 1964 campaign between 
Allende, a Marxist, and the Christian Democrat candidate, 
Eduardo Frei, who won. The CIA funds were used to 
organize peasant groups, the Post quoted its sources as 
saying. 
The Post said Amrican policy makers were divided 
among themselves over whether to support Frei or a more 
conservative candidate, Julio Duran. 
The CIA, with the exception of Meyer, and “the bulk of 
top State Department opinion” leaned toward Duran, the 
Post 
said, 
while 
other 
policymakers 
favored 
the 
democratic left coalition. 
All this time, the State Department “maintained a facade 
of neutrality and proclaimed it from time to tim e,” the 
Post quoted its sources as saying.

Martha's protection first job 
for McCord as security chief 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Martha Mitchell so trusted 
Watergate conspirator James W. McCord Jr. that she 
turned to him to X-ray her furniture for electronic bugs 
after a telephoned death threat, and even had him escort 
her daughter to school, his sworn testimony indicated 
Friday. 
McCord, in a pre-trial deposition given earlier this week, 
said that both Mrs. Mitchell and her husband, former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell, were “very concerned" 
about her safety and that providing her protection was one 
of the first jobs he had when he became securiW chief for 
President Nixon’s reelection campaign in late 1971. 
McCord’s deposition also said he had been asked to take 
the job by a man named John Caulfield, who said he 
“worked for John Dean,” the White House chief counsel, 
and that Dean apparently approved McCord for the post. 
The deposition was given in connection with a $6.4 million 
civil damage suit Democratic Party officials filed against 
the Nixon campaign, McCord and six other men convicted 
of burglarizing and bugging the Democrats’ Watergate 


headquarters last June 17. It was released by U. S. District 
Judge Charles R. Richey, who will conduct the trial this 
summer. 
The deposition was made public as McCord testified for a 
second day before a federal grand jury that has resumed its 
investigation of the Watergatie case. He was scheduled to 
return Tor further interrogation on Monday. 
His deposition contrasted sharply with a statement by 
Mrs. Mitchell last weekend, who told UPI it was a 
“goddamn lie” that her husband and McCord had been good 
friends. She also said she had known McCord only as a 
passing acquaintance. 
"The protection for Mrs Mitchell ... was an early 
concern 
.." McCord said in the deposition. "And this 
included protecting —not only providing a security officer 
for Mrs. Mitchell, but also to provide some type of 
protection for their daughter, escorting her to and from 
school from their apartment . which was a function I 
personally performea for about two weeks because we had 
not as yet recruited the necessary people to take over that 
task."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The number of 
persons with jobs rose sharply in March to 
an all time high of 83.9 million while 
unemployment edged down to 5.0 per cent, 
matching the lowest rate during the past 2 
Vz years, the government said Friday.

The V0C3l music department at Cabrillo High School opened its 
production Thursday of ‘ Fiddler on the Roof ’, a musical which plays again 
tonight and April 12,13, and 14 in the Cabrillo Little Theater. 
It is a colossal show. 
The cast numbers over 30 The show is just over three hours long There 
are 19 scene changes, nearly as many musical numbers, and hundreds of 
laughs. Also, there are serious moments, moments of joy, and compassion 
And in one scene, the dream scene, there are breathtaking moments 
Cabrillo’s “Fiddler ”, stage directed by Robert Carlton and musically 
directed by Jane Carlton, is big in talent and effort - from the plavers to 
the production crews. 
Make-up looked carefully and seriously handled, especially the many 
beards. Lightwork was elaborate and fairly exact. 
The well built and professionally looking sets (designed by Paula Dinkle 
and Charles Redman) and numerous props recreated the play’s time and 
place: 1905 in a small village in Russia named Anatevka. 
Costumes, apparently borrowed from another high school, were extensive 
in number and authentic in appearance. They fitted Jewish peasants in 
times of work and religious celebration. 
These features, along with the piano plaver, supported the cast’s 
performance in what was a definite audience-pleasing show opening night. 
The plot concerns a Jewish dairyman who finds himself losing traditions 
and daughters. “Fiddler” is humorous until the second act when the 
dairyman and the rest of the Jewish population in Anatevka lose their home 
and property at the order of the Russian government. 
But this tragic turn of events is secondary in the plot and isn’t really 
confronted until near the end. The play’s entertainment is based on its 
music, songs, dancing, and tunny interactions Detween the dairyman and 
his daughters (who want to marry for love rather than money), the 
dairyman and his wife, the dairyman and his friends. 
Many tine performances can oe singled out. Gorden McManus plays 
Tevye, the cunning, skeptical, lovable dairyman who endlessly misquotes 
Scripture and endlessly grumbles about his crippled horse, his shrewish 
wife, and his undependable God. 
McManus, for tnis writer, was at his best when he shook his body and sang 
“If I Were a Rich Man.” 
Lynn Levine played the vocal wife in a very expressive manner. 
Daughters Tzeitel and Hodel played by Cindy Carmen and Tyra Harris and 
Motel, the tailor, played by Tony D’Amore deserve a good share of credit. 
Overall the cast — always well staged — gave a smooth performance. 
Cues were picked up and despite the show’s length it was always 
engrossing. 
The many dances (choreographed by Elizabeth Morris) were exciting, if 
somewhat awkward at times because of a small stage floor. 
Special mention must go to the scene changers. Their work was done 
efficiently.

(UPI) - Former 
champion Gay Brewer Jr. surged 
into a four-way tie for the second 
round lead in the Masters with a six- 
under-par 66 Friday, but the big 
story was Jack Nicklaus who lost 
not only his fabled putting touch but 
apparently blew his cool, too.

The shadows deepen; even Mays must grow old

appearance in a spring train­ 
ing game this year. There 
was a polite—and what may 
be assumed hopeful — round 
of applause here at A1 Lang 
Field. The stands were filled 
with folks from this retire­ 
ment community who ap­ 
preciate

fellow’s 
effort. 
Mays and his s h a d o w , 
which was slight in the early 
afternoon sun, each acknowl­ 
edged the reception with a 
characteristically quick wig­ 
gle of the bat..................... 
u 
It was a sultry day. The 
palm trees behind the out­ 
field fence were 
still. 
A 
clump of dust kicked up by 
Dodger pitcher Claude Os­ 
teen rose heavily. One’s shirt 
grew moist from the exertion 
of just standing in the sun. 
Mays will be 42 years old 
on May 6. He has played 21 
major league seasons, and 
his terrific career is either 
over or has one more year, 
depending, says Mays, on 
how he swings the bat in 
spring training. 


Right now, he looked lively 
and light at the plate. His 
helmet was fastened tight on 
his head. His knit, concen­ 
trating brows, puckered lips 
and soft Mets’ cap stuffed in 
his left back pocket gave the 
impression that he was still 
the ebullient “Say Hey” kid 
of Polo Grounds lore. 


The eye deceives. Mays is 
an aging veteran hanging on. 
His knees have been mean 
to him. They m ust be con­ 
stantly drained of fluid. And 
though he holds so many 
baseball records (only man 
to twice hit 30 homers and 
steal 30 bases in a season, 
6,992 outfield putouts—which 
give a hint at his versatility) 
and is a certain Hall-of- 
Fam er, he seems peevish in 
his familiar squeaky voice 
and oversensitive about his 
declining abilities. He has 
some reason, however. 
He has a m anager who, 
for the first time in his ca­ 
reer, would rather Mays got 


lost. It is difficult, though, to 
fault Met m anager Yogi Ber­ 
ra if you are pragm atic — 
easier if you are romantic. 


Berra and Mays appear to 
be two men who respect each 
other but know that the town 
—the team —isn’t big enough 
for the both of them. They 
have had two confrontations 
already this spring. On the 
first day of spring training 
Mays showed up late. Berra 
said practice begins at 10 
a.m. Mays said he knows 
how to train, what his body 
requires, that he’s always in 
shape, anyway. Berra said 
all 25 men on his squad get 
equal treatm ent, that Mays 
may exclude exercises but 
he must be in uniform. 
Second clash came one Sat­ 
urday when Mays did not 
show up at all. He turned up 
in Arizona, visiting his wife. 
He was fined $1,000 by Ber­ 
ra. Mays admitted he was 
wrong in not telling the m an­ 
ager where he was going.

son. But Mays is trying to 
prove to himself and Berra 
that at 42 he is still better 
than guys 22. 


Berra knows that if Mays 
wants to play one more sea­ 
son, he m ust be carried on 
the club. Mays was bought 
from San F r a n c i s c o last 
spring by Mets owner Joan 
Payson, a great fan of M ays’.

w'ould show himself up.” 


As Mays called time out 
to retrieve his helmet, one 
could see with binoculars 
that his hair is thinning in 
front and that there are 
sprigs of gray in his side­ 
burns. 


But his body is still power­ 
ful and very well-kept, ex­ 
cept for his hands, which he 
says always blister and bleed 
in spring training, and those 
well-worn knee hinges. 


One also remembered an 
earlier conversation in which 
Mays said how lucky he was 
to be cheered wherever he 
goes; he said he would be 
hurt most if he were cheered 
for what he had been and not 
for what he can do today. He 
felt that would be cheating 
the fans and he would get out 
of baseball rather than allow 
that to happen. 


On M ays’ next time up in 
his first spring t r a i n i n g 
game, he worked the count 
to 3-and-2 and then he and 
his shadow took a mighty 
swing at an outside-comer 
curve. “ Whooo,” went the 
crowd.
